Discussed at Ottawa 


The marine disaster off Father 
Point overshadowed all else on Parlia- 
ment Hill ‘jast Saturday mornitfg 
When the house opened a feeling. of 
depression and gloom pervaded, the 
chatnber.’ The Prme Minister took his 
seat with a copy of the latest extra 

*, in his hand, and during the prelimin- 
ary proceedings the early story“of the 
catastrophe wag purused by him. 

When the orders of the day were 
called the Premier zgse with the paper 
in hand: “I would like to say just a 

. word,” he ‘said, “respecting the dis- 
aster, tidings of which have been 
brought to us to-day. In awful sud- 
denness and in dreadful toll of human 
life taken the disaster is one which 
brings a shock such as we in this 
country have never felt before. I am 
speaking of the earlier reports, Later 
reports fre more reassuring. I sin- 
cerely hope they are true. 

“That this ship, only two hours out 
from Quebec in the dead of night and 
with 1,500 passengers on board, should 
be so badly damaged as to sink in ten 
or twenty minutes, comes to us in this 
country and this house as a most ap- 
palling shock. I do not believe from 
the reports which have come in that 
this is a disaster which could have 
been averted by anything the country 
could have done in rendering more 
safe the navigation of the St. Law- 
rence River’ It came in a fog and, 
could not have been prevented by any 
safeguards to navigation.. In view of 
the magnitude of the disaster .it is 
fitting that something should be said 
in this house that we should express 
our deep regrets for the disaster, and 
our profound sympathy for those be- 
reaved.” 5 ‘ 

“The hand of fate-has been heavy 
against us, during the past few

“I will not pass judgment, and J 
hope it will turn out to be one of those 
disasters which could not haye- been 
prevented by human agency.

sympathies. of all will go out: to the 
victims, and perhaps substantially in 
another way later on. I will join 
with the Premier in extending to the 
families of those who have been lost 
our sincerest and depest sympathy.”

“How is the Bastern farmer to fare 

if the new ary for the abolition of the 

Canadian duties on all kinds of food 

should prevail?” enquires the Weekly 


Sun. “When recipropity was advo- 
cated in 1911 it was maintained that, 
notwithstiiiding our duties om his 
various products, the Canadian far- 
mer got less for them in the home 
market than he would get if they were 
admitted free to the United States. 
This was the cardinal plea for reci- 
Prooity. Bt now it is asserted in 
effect that, speaking generally, the 
cdst.of livirg is higher on this side 
if the line than on the other, and 
they would repeal the Canadian duties 
on food of every sort ‘in order to 
afford relief to the artisan and other 
wage-earners. It is obvious, however, 
that if they reduced the home price 
of food they would damage the far- 
mer’s interests.. And how could On- 
tarlo supply fruits,.canned goods, 
meats and iairy produce to the West 
if those commodities were allowed in 
free from the neighboring States? 
The orator who addresses himself to 
this subject employs a variety of 
sophistical arguments that puzzle the 
audience and probably himself-as well. 

“Everyone knows that, in the face 
of the existing Canadian duties, the 
West is importing increasing quan- 
tities of butter, pork, poultry, vege- 
tables, raw fruit, canned fruit and 
canned meats from the States. The 
American producer has tne advan- 
tage of geography ovor the producer 
in Old Canada as well as in most 
cases of climate; in addition to which 
his canneries and packing houses do 
a far larger business than ours, and 
as a rule turn out ‘cheaper goods for 
that reason. it is not necessary to 
labor the point that if our duties were 
removed the co-operrtive moyement 
outlined by the Sun would comé to 


up a town no person 


That idea is all right so far as it goes, 
but for practical town building, me- 
chanics are rieeded to a great extent. 
Now, take a superintendent of con- 
struction in any town and vote him 
so much money to use on public works, 
he is bound to have skilled men on 
every branch of work he undertakes, 
to make a ‘success of each particular 
job, and to keep the expenses of each 
branch of civic work within the limits’ 
of expenditure, allowed by the rate- 
payers. On the other hand if a super- 
intendent is minus sufficient mechan- 
ies, and entrusts his work entirely to 
the laborer, the work goes on slower, 
chuses dissatisfaction and worry to 
the superintendent, and usually costs 
more money in the long run than 
would otherwise be allowed. There- 
fore, in view of the work that this 
town will have to undertake in .the 


near future, to bring it to a modern 
standing, thereby attracting the 
manufacturer, the investgr and the 
home builder, do,not turn the .me- 
chanic down who comes to our town 
and strives to get a footing so as to

To-day one‘of the 
farmers in the C.P.R. irrigation block 
in Alperta is able to carry’ practically 
the entire running expenses of a big 
faim out of the proceeds from his 
dairy, poultry and garden,’ ' This diver- 
sified farmer has the advantage over 
the straight grain raiser in that he 
has many days in the year when he 
is receiving cash in settlement for his 
produce as against only one day when 
the grain farmer sells his grain to the 
elevator. é 
Pays as He Goose 

The farmer in question lives near: 
Gieichen. He has spent sonte $2,000 
on improvements, has 125 acres in 
crop, 75. acres summer fallowed or 
broken for next year, and 70 head of 
stock. He employs two ‘hired men, 
one all the yoar round, and the other 
for the summer season only, The fact 
that he favors mixed farming enables 
him to pay his way as he goss. With 
from 12 to 18. cows in milk, his aver-
